RHINE VALLEY GOLD. 


Plentiful In the Days of Caesar, Wha 


Exacted Heavy Tribute. 


In the tune of Julius Caesar the 


prolificacy of the Rhine valley in 
gold must have been \ery great, for 
there are frequent allusions to gold 
spoil in his account of the conquest 
of Germany, and his remittances ol 
gold from this country to Rome were 
very heavy. The method employed! 
to obtain it was to impose a tribute 
of gold upon the conquered and en- 
force it at the point oi the sword. 
This simple but efficacious method 
continued in vogue for several cen- 
turies until the Roman empire be- 
gan to decay. As this decay pro-j 
ceeded the vigilance of the imperial 
officers of the revenue became re- 
laxed, and the slavery of the Ger- 
main gold washer came to an end. 


Between the fifth and tenth ce»- 


turies it is probable that the Rh:ti« 
washings, which had grown to be 
odious from the slavery connected 
with them, were abandoned. Dau- 
bree (184G) says that at one time 
the magistrates of Strasbourg leased 
out the privilege of washing the riv- 
er for gold, and it is probable that 
similar powers were exercised by 
other municipalities. By the year 
171S the washings had become so 
poor that the share of the Stras- 
bourg magistrates was only four or 
five ounces of gold per annum. In 
164G the entire produce was esti- 
mated at thirty-sue pounds troy. A 
writer of a little later period stated: 


"Many of the gold seekers are wo- 


men. They seize a wooden bowl, 
charred inside to render the glisten- 
ing grains more readily visible, kick 
off their sabots, pull off their stock- 
ings, tuck up their frocks and wade 
into the Rhine. After securing a 
bowlful of the auriferous sand they 
select the soft side of some emer- 
gent bowlder for a seat and go to 
work. The stones and pebbles are 
raked out of the bowl with the fin- 
gers, then a sort of sifting and gy- 
rating motion is imparted to the 
bowl, which is held low enough in 
(he water to permit the surface of 
ihe sand to be washed off, and so 
little by little all the sand is washed 
out of the bowl and the gold re- 
mains at th« bottom. Each bowl 
contains a cubic foot of sand and 
about one-fifth of a cent in gold."— 
Argonaut.

A queer fi^h that does not swini is 


the "sargasso fisb," known to sailors 
as the "frogflsh." It lives in that vast 
mass of floating gulfweed called the 
Sargasso sea. iu mid-Atlantic. 


Its pectoral fins are so modified and 


developed as to resemble arms, and it 
uses them for clinging to the weed. 
Very gaudily colored, it changes its 
hues to match the aquatic vegetation 
hy which it is surrounded, aud when 
the latter decays and turns brown it 
assumes a corresponding shade. 


The fish lays its eg?s in n jelly-like 


mass, which, absorbing :i great quan- 
tity of water, becomes t'uicc times :i3 
big as the mother fish herself. :issum- 
ing the form of a narrow taft three or 
four feet longjaud two to four inches 
wide.
